On 12 /lb/ 6 lSK EMORY E. HCftTOH made a review 
of U.S. Secret Service document dated 11/26/6 3 consisting 
of 27 pages and a cover memorandum from Inspector KELLY 
cf the Secret Service captioned "Preliminary Special Dallas 
Report #1. Assassination of the President (Assassination 
Scene)", the Interview as sot out In that document have 
been reviewed bearing In mind the Information obtained 
from the persons Interviewed at the times those individuals 
were interviewed by SA 8 @ and in most instances the agents 
obtained the same information or more Info motion than was 
obtained by ths persons conducting the Interviews ss reported 
In that document. Ore following are Instances tfvere it was 
noted that the person Interviewed furnished Information 
that was to some extent at variance with the information 
furnished the 8A and appropriate revests are being made 
to clarify those Instances 1 

Page 2- reflects interview with AMOS LEE EUIKS, 

411 Avenue F, Dallas, Texas, *x> was a witness at the 
assassination. KUINS has previously been Interviewed and 
furnished substantially the same information but during 
the interview by the agent he denied seeing the assassin' S face 
whereas during interview at the Dallas County SO he alleged 
to have soon the individual's heed. BA KITCHUW has been 
assigned a lead to relnterview EUTNS and clarify this 
point. It should be noted that EUINS' stepfather questioned 
the statements made by KUINS on Interview.
